A, Strategye 


(1) “obile warfare plays an important role in guerrilla activities for 
auxiliary operations. 


(2) In a major war zone, guerrilla activities are largely concerned wi ‘ih 
leading the enemy into ambushes. In a@ minor war zone, eyerrilla ac 
tivities are to divert the enemy and harass his reinforcements. 


(5) Ina general offensive, mobile and guerrilla warfare are to be used 
in combination, so that the enemy cannot determine the intention of 
the Vietminh units. Mobile warfare activities must be concealed, 
however, in order not to expose the mein forces of the Vietminh troops 
to the enemy. : 


B, Division of War Zones and the Jeneral Offensive.
